Why not then with 
bad ones in a way of War ? And ſince Satan can underſtand Men's 
talk, ic muſt needs make ſome impreſſions on him; and if any. im- 
preſlions, Ther; why not ſuch as may diſadvantage or remove him 2 
And being on Men's bad talk to Satan, he may get advantage and 
prevail againſt them. Why may not good talk to him prevail a- 
gainſt him, fince things that are contrary produce contrary effe&ts 
or conſequences? And can it be Satan's intereſt; to uſe ſach talk 
againſt us, as is przternatural to him ? Why then is it not ours to 
talk againſt him, .as is our natural Talent and Province, or to 
oppoſe him” with Gur own Weapons, when ke Challenges us at 
them?

I think I have given thee ſomething to ſtudy on 3 upon 
ich he very ſcornfully vapor'd by ered Words, Geſtures, 
and wild Pranks, eſpecially by Dancing, wherein he excelled all 
that the SpeRatours had ſeen, or heard of, and probably all that 
mere Mortals could perform, and though the Demoniack before and 
after, and out of ſuch Fits, could ſcarce Dance at all, or but very 
ſorrily, yet in them he oft for ſix or ſeven times together leapt up fo, 
as that part of his Legs might be ſeen ſhaking and quavering above 
the heads of che People, from which heights he ofc fell down on his 
knees, which he long ſhivered and traverſt on the ground, at leaſt 
as nimbly as other Men can twinckle or ſparkle theirFingers, thence 
ſpringing up in to's high leaps again, and then falling on his Feer, 
which ſeem'd to reach the Earth, but with the gentleſt and ſcarce 
perceivable touches, when he made his higheſt leaps. How won- 
drous then were the movements of his Feere and deportment of his 
Body, whilſt he did not leap, and every ſort and part of his Dances 
chained to ſome Tunes or Meaſures, and regulated in con- 
formity to ſome Muſick which none there heard, and all ſeem'd to 
be done with ſo much freedom, and caſe, that tho' continued one 
or more hours, his Body ſeem'd no more ſpent, or tired, or out of 
breath, then at the beginning of them ; and ſo obſtinate was he in 
perſuing his Dances, that many offering to hinder them were nor 
able, till the Miniſters diſcourſe ſeem'd at laſt tro break them off 
more than all their forces ; the Miniſter ſaying, What Satan, is this 
the Dancing that Richard gave himſelf tro thee for? And did his 
Wiſh thou telleft of, bind thee to do no more than this for ſo great 
a purchaſe as thy ſeizing him. No, no, this anſwers not his Vow 
for his being a good Dancer ; for ſurely his Wiſh was that he mighe 
Dance well meerly of himſelf, without thy painting or aQuating 
his Limbs, or. Dancing in and for him. Surely he wiſht to Dance 
when he pleaſed alone, or with others, and- not when thou pleaſz(t, 
ſo that no others dare Dance wich him. Surely he wiſht to Dance 
for his diverſion, and not-that Dancing ſhould be his Puniſhment, 
and why could not he Dance out of his fits-as well as in them, were 
he a good Dancer as he wiſht, and is not therefore thy ſeizing him 
without giving him his ſaid wiſh, a wronging of him juſt like thy 
cheats in-other caſes, as when thou offereſt the World and ics King: 
doms, Powers; and Glories to ſuch as will Worſhip thee, Luke 4.5,6,7, 
How doft thou delude fuch Worſhippers, ſome of them, whom chou 
wm moſt to, finding all empty, fading, cloying, vexing, and ſo 
ar ſhort of what thou promiled(t, and they look'd for ; and others 
of them, are put off wich ſcanty parcels -of what thou flatter'dft 


them 
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them with, ſcarce getting Hutts for their Heads, Scraps for their 
Bellies, Raggs for their Backs, and Graves for their ples, but 
think not thus to impoſe on him, ſince thy part in the Vow or Bar- 
gain thou telleſt of is not kept by thee, as aboveſaid ; it muſt needs 
be void, and he now free from it : fo as you having thence no part 
nor lot in him, ceaſe Dancing Satan and be gone from him ; upon 
which the Demoniack forbore Dancing for a while, walking very 
haſtily and angerly too and fro, till at laſt he fell to Dancing again, 
the Miniſter ſaid, Canſt thou Dance no better ? Ranſack the old 
Records of all paſt times and places in thy memory ; Canſt thou not 
there find out ) py other way of tiner trampling, pump thine inven- 
tion dry ? Cannot that univerſal Seed-plot of ſubtle Wiles and Strata- 
gems ſpring up one new method of cutting Capers ? Is this therop 
of skill and pride to ſhuffle feet, and brandiſh knees thus, and to trip 
like a Doe, and skip like a Squirrel, and wherein differs thy leapings 
from the hoppings of a Frogg, or bounces of a Goat, or friskings of 
a Dog, or geſticulations of a Monkey ? And cannot a Palſey ſhaks 
ſuch a looſe Leg as that? Doſt notthou twirle like a Calf that has 
the turn, and twitch up thy Houghs juſt like a ſpring hault fit, or 
does the thoughts of thy treading of the Wine-preſs of the fierceneſs 
of the Almighties Wrath, Rev. 19. 15. ſtrike thee into ſuch Convulli- 
ons as toſs and diſtort, and jert thee thus? Or does thy walking on 
the burning Coals of his Fury make thee ſtartle, and fling, and ſprent 
ſo wretchedly ? During this Diſcourſe, the Demoniack ſeem'd fome- 
times as put out of his Dances, till he fell into his dead Fit, whence 
ariſing, he fell to Dancing again ;z the Miniſter ſaying, Is this a time 
for thee to Dance in, when the other Devils are a trembling, haſt 
not thou heard the News, ſo ſad and fatal to them and thee, that 
the great day of the Lord is near ? It is near, and haſteth greatly, 
even the Voice of the day ofthe Lord, the day of Wrath, ' and fiery 
jealouſie, of trouble and diſtreſs, of waſtneſs and deſolation, of thick 
clouds and gloomineſs, Zeph. 1. 14, 15. Mark ! mark ! Satan, doſt 
not thou ſee the Angel coming down from Heaven, Having the key 
of the bottomleſs pit, and a great chain in bis band, laying bold on the Dra- 
gon the old Serpent the Devil and Satan, and binding and caſting tham in- 
to the bottomleſs pit, where he will ſhut, and ſeal, and keep you up from 
deceiving or troubling men on Earth, Rev. 20. 1,2, 3. Sothat thou ſhalt 
no longer tell, that the World and its Kingdom, Power and Glory 
is deliver'd to thee, and to whomſoever thou wilt thou givelt it, 
Luke 9. 6, 7. and that thou wilt give it Chriſt upon his Worſhi ing 
thee ? No, no, it ſhall be his, whether thou wile orno, for behiold 
he cometh with Fire, and with his Chariots like a Whirle-wind to 
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render his anger with fury, and hisrebakes with flames of Fire, to 
take unto him his great power, and to reign for ever and ever, and 
to extend his Churches peace as a River, and her glory, as a ſtream 
flowing over the Earth, as the Waters cover the Sea, ſatisfying his 
People with joy and gladnefs, delights and ſatisfying conſolations 
for the abundance of herglory, Rev. tr. 15, 17. and 10. 7. [/e. 66. 
Io, to 16. and notwithſtanding your Plots againſt che Firſt and Se- 
cond Adam, and all your devices to hinder his coming: Bebold be 
comes quickly, and bis reward is with him, Rev. 22.12. And ſhould ye 
pray to him, as when he was on Earth, Mat. 8. 29. Luke 8. 28. to 
ſtay the Wheels of his Chariots? And ſhould ye beg more earneltly, 
than ever any dying Man did for a few moments longer out of Hell ? 
Jet ſurely be will not tarry, Hab.2. 3. Andart thou like the MalefaQtor 
on the Gallows ready to be turned off the Ladder, and yet deſpe» 
rately danceſt and frolickeſt about the Mouth of the Fiery Lake, that 
thou art a ſinking into? Upon this the Demoniack was hurled into a 
lohg dead Fic, whence as he recover'd, he cry'd out,' My Fit return. 
eth next Morning at Seven « Clock, And juſt. before the Miniſter en- 
tred' on this Nights Work, ke was told of ſeveral Gentlemens com- 
ing on purpole to ridicule and diſcompole him, inſtead of which 
they at the end thereof, openly thank bim for the fſatisfaQtion and 
aſſurance they;had thence received of Richard's being aftuated by 
Satan,which ike they queſtioned. After which the Paper yomited 
by the Demoniack was unfolded and dryed by the Fire, whereon was 
written much Greek, and other Letcers or Charracters which none 
then there underſtood;one ſentence whereof was this. 'O 6425 600 auriy 
Vice & Toraps ediv ; which was put in a Diary tor that 600, the Fi- 
gures therein, keem'd to refer to the whole number of days that were 
to paſs betwixt Richard's firſt trouble, and the time when the Lord 
| would plunge him in the Lake of burning as the ſaid paper threatned. 
On the remainder of which Night the Miniſter lay near a Mile off 
the Surey with an ingenious Gentleman, to whom ſeveral Arguments 
were long urged, for proving that Richard's Afflition was thro' Sa- 
tans peſſefling him ; he frequently an({wering, 1 cannot believe that it is 
| thro” poſſeſſion. Early next Morning, whilſt the faid Gentlemen ſeem'd 
| to be aſleep, the Miniſter lictle thinking of ſuch Devil Spe&ators, as 
he afterwards heard of, put his Mouth to the Water in a Baſon that 
was on a ſeat behind a Curtain cloſe by theBeds-head,and waſh it, fo 
as the ſaid Gentleman could ſcarce have ſeen thro' the Curtain had 
he then been awake ; afcer which he went privately thence to theSu- 
rey to wraſtle againſt Satan in the ſaid Fit, before the other laid Mi- 
nifters were to come thither. In which Fir, Satan burſt out 7 
ufual 
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uſual bravadoes; ſaying, Doff thou again trouble me, after thou haſt 
ſeen my Commiſſion, which thou doſt either underſtand, and ſo'rbon know ft 
it js in vain to oppoſe me, or elſe thou art ignorant,' and ſo unfit to deal 
with me ? Said the Miniſter, The Commiſffion thou telleſt of, threat- 
ens that the Lord will puc him in the burning Lake, How couldſt 
thou know this Satan ? Haſt thou looke into the Book of Life, and 
found Richard's Name, even as thine own awanting there? Or does 
the Lord reveal ſuch Secrets to thee. Nay ſurely the Lord never gave 
thee this Commiffion which I ſhall reckon among thy uſual rain glo- 
ryings,unlefs thou ſhew how ic empowers thee to trouble him here,or 
to ger him to: Hell ; And what good would it do thee to get him, or 
others to Hell, ſo as ſhould make thee thus inſatiably defire them thi- 
ther? Would not they rather be to thee, as Divers Brethren to him, 
enraging rather then aſſwaging thy Hell Flaines? What wouldſt thou 
do with them, if thou hadſt them there ? Satan anſwered, 1 would 
treat them with Puddings and Brower, and as for B. O' tht B, there's # 
Chair - of State prepared in Hell for bim, and thy unbeligving Bed-fellow 
B. ſhall follow him; on whach the Miniſter was doubly ſurpriz'd, part- 
ly thro” Satan's thus naming his Bed-fellow, tho' they at the Swrey 
then knew not that he had any Bed-fellow ; much lefs, that he lay 
with Mr. B. that piece of a Night, eſpecially for that Satan ftiled 
him unbelieving, tho' no Mortal except the two ſaid Bed fellows did 
know- of their ſaid arguing about Richard's poſſefiion ; nor did then 
know of the ſaid Mr. B's anſwering of it ; 1 cannor believe it, which 
was the more confiderable for that the main Argument preſt that 
Night for proving the ſaid poſfeflion, was the Demoniack's diſcover- 
ing things utterly unknowable to meer Mortals, of which the Mini- 
ſter gave Mr. 8. feveral Inſtances, and as if Satan wonld leave no 
room for disbgliet, and inforce the faid Arguments into a Demon- 
{tration. He adds freſh Inſtances, diſcovering even above Humane 
capacity what happened ſo very tecretly but a few hours before ar 
fuch a diſtance, and that about Mr. B's own Arguings againſt ſuch 
Diſcoveries. The Miniſter however anſwered Satan, Doft than (till 
entertainme with ſuch unproved Narrations about thy having this 
Perſon, and the orher in Hell, as thou didſt about having Richard 
and me thicher ; bur praiſed be the Lord for ever, for ſome Golden 
Moments, which we have yet out of Hell, wherein we may wait 
and firive, That the Lord may deliver us from all our Tranſpreſſions, Pſa). 
39. 7, 8 and fromthe Wrath to come, and pardon and take away our ſin, 
and preſerve us from all evil, from this time forth, and for ever, Job 7. 2. 
2 Tel. x. 10, Pfal. 12. 1,7,8. And ſurely thy threatning us as Foneb 
did Nineveb, will ſec us a <pemting, $9 miquity ſhall not be our ruine, 
"2 Ezek. 
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Ezek. 18. 30. But the Lord ſhall deliver us from every evil work, and 
preſerve us unto his heavenly kingdom, to whom be glory for ever and ever, 
2 Tim. 4. 18. Satan anſwered, Have net I oft told thee, that all thy 
endeavours cannot prevail againſt me, eſpecially not to day, for that thou 
com'ſt not bither faſting. The Miniſter affirmed, he was then 
faſting, Satan denied it; and thus they interchangeably affirmed 
and denied, and contradicted each other about fix times, till the 
Miniſter ſaid, Thow art the father of lies, and a murderer from the begin» 
ning, and abode not in the truth, becauſe there is no truth in thee : When 
thou ſpeakeſt a lie, thou [peakeſt of thine own, for thou art a lier, and the 
father of lies, John 8. 44- and therefore what Lay, is truth, and what 
thou ſay'ſt, is falſhood, and muſt needs appear ſo, unleſs thou proveſt 
the contrary : On which the Demoniack ſtood a while trembling as 
in a muſe, till he was ſuddenly turned with his face towards the 
wall, fo intenſely and greedily poring thereon, and beckning there 
unto, 'as if he converſt with ſomething therein. The Miniſter ſaid, 
Why doſt thou apply thy ſelf as to ſomething unſeen to us when thou 
art at a loſs? And what doſt thou then mean by thy mumbling, 
ſometimes with thy face tothe Earth ; and ſomerimes whiſpering in 
a Corner; and ſometimes muttering, or making ſigns towards the 
Wall ; Doſt thou then ſee ſome other Devil that thou then talkſt coo 2 
And what parly haſt thou now with the Devil in the Wall there ? 
And what news doth he bring thee ? Satan anſwered, He tells me that 
my words ave true, and thine falſe, for that thou art not faſting ; for he 
ſays, thou didſt ſup ſome water behind the Curtain of the Bed before thou 
cameſt out of thy Chamber this Morning. The Miniſter was again ſur- 
priſed to find ſomething.in the Wall, tell of that which Satan in Ri- 
chard (ſeemed before not to know of, and which no Mortal did then 
know of, except the Miniſter himſelf as is aboveſaid ; who anſwer'd, 
I perceive, thou telleſt nothing of what paſſed in my Chamber to 
Night, from thy own knowledge ; elſe what need was there of thy 
telling, what he in the Wall ſays, and beſides the Intelligence he 
gave thee, at firſt about my not faſting was but by halves, elſe what 
need hadfſt thou to ask him now, what it was that broke my Faſt ; 
and beſides he in the Wall there either obſerved me negligently in the 
Chamber, not minding how I put the Water out of my Mouth there 
as well as into it, or elſe he ſlanders me maliciouſly now in reporting 
that I broke my Faſt with the ſaid Water, which I did net, and fo 
he is not only an Accuſer of the Brethren, Rew.. 12. 10, but a falſe 
Accuſer, Fob x. 11. 2. 5. for I tell thee, one drop of that Water did 
not go down my throat, and ſo I did not thereby break my Faſt, let 
him in the Wall, or any Devil among ye all deny this-if he can. Be- 
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ſides, Why do ye Devils publiſh what paſſes ſecretly in my Chamber, 
being ye report not what paſſages ye ſee in other Mens Chambers ? 
And what Devil is that there that was fo bulie to Night, in remark- 
ing what was ſaid and done in my Chamber? Saran anſwered, He 
is my Couſm Melampus. The Miniſter an{wered, I will labour, thac 
good Angels may be incharged with and incamped about me, Pal. 
91. 11. and that I may be hid inthe ſecret of Gods preſence, 
having the Lord for my Habitation, wer. 9. and dwelling in the 
ſecret place of the moſt” High, wer. 1. who lurely ſhall deliver me 
from the ſnare of the Fowler, ver. 3. So that neither Melampas nor 
any of you ſhail haunt my Chamber, or come nigh my dwelling, 
wer. Io, But why doſt thou tell me ſometimes ol thy Brother Lampas 
and Siſter 1ſbcol, and now of thy Couſin Melampw, as it there were 
ſome Kindred among ye ? Surely it is but ſome baſe rank of Devils 
that thou art related to, and who is it that thou boaſteſt to be 
the very top of thy kindred ; Satan anſwered, The chief I belong to, 
js Beelzebub; the Miniſter ſaid, thou ownelt then thou art but an 
underling Slave, and a poor diminutive one indeed, if thou be un» 
der no greater a Devil than Bee/zeb»b, the Lord of Flyes, which re- 
bellious Flyes contemn'd his Lordſhip, fo as he could not keep them 
from ſucking the reekings of his Pagan Sacrifices; or becauſe he is 
likewiſe ſtil'd Bee/zeb«b ; is he allo the Lord of dung, which indeed 
is too good for him to reign over, yea the very ruins of Old Bal: 
Temple turn'd into a Draught-houle, 2 King. 10. 27. is far too no- 
ble a Palace tor his Lordſhip, yea the very Swine or Flyes are too 
precious for him to lodge in. How then preſumeſt thou on an Hu- 
mane Body ? The Miniſter thus arguing about Flyes, ſome of the 
SpeRators as in a commotion ſaid, See, ſee, ſome things like Flyes, ave 
flying up into the Demoniack's Noſe; but the Minifter proceeded. 
How meanly employ'd is thy Prince Beelzeb#b and your fort of De- 
vils in dealing thus about Bodies ? Mat. 12.24. Are ye fo dull and 
blockiſh and ſunk iato Earthlings, that ye are unfic to trade with cun-- 
ninger Devils about Mens Souls? And how vilely ſneaking and ſer- 
vile are ye grown, one of you taking up with the reſemblance of 
a Mouſe ; another of you ſniveling into the appearanceof a Weazil, 
whence horridly ugly muſt ye needs be in preterring ſuch foul looks 
before your own, and filthily unclean Spirits are-ye indeed, Luke 
. 33. that can thus wallow in the moſt loathſom, Creepers, and in 
the moſt defiling forms that were commanded to be had in abomi> 
nation above all 'other, Lev. 11. 29, 41, 42, 43- What can ye put on- 
no better ſhapes than thoſe? Upon which he fell into a dead Fir, 
whence he ſoon aroſe, Then the Miniſter ſaid, Satan, as to thy 
- ta. 
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attempting this Youth's Body, againſt which I truſt thou ſhalt never 
prevail; What account wilt thou give thereof to thy Superiour De- 
vils? look, look, Satan, Doſt not thou ſee how they glow with fie- 
ry rage againſt thee, and ſhake their threatning looks, and Sparkle 
out flames of Vengeance, and bend their murdering frowns like 
Bows to ſhoot Wrathful Arrows thro? thee, for thy being fo long a 
diſpatching this their buſineſs ; then, ah ! how will they vex all 
thy powers of ſenſation, and blaſt all che Spirits, and cruſh all the 
ſtrengths, and rack every Article of thine Eſſence, upon thy not 
ſacceeding herein at laſt ; and if on the one hand thou wile be thus 
afflicted by chem, for not ruining Richars throughly ; How witc 
thou on the other hand be tortur'd by the Lord for thy troubling 
him at all ? Ah | then how wilt thou bear his ſhowers of ſnares of 
Fire and Brimſtone, and horrible Tempeſls, P/al. rr. 6. when his 
terrouts ſhall take hold of thee as Waters, and as fiormy Eaſt winds 
ſhall hurl thee away, and God ſhall caſt on thee and not ſpare, fo 
as thou would fain flee ont of his hand, Fob. 27. 29, to24. yet if to 
eſcape his Wrath thou ſhouldſt flee to che atmoſt parts of the Sea, 
or ſhouldſt hide thy felf in Rocks trom the Face of him thar ſits on 
the Throne ; or ſhouldſt thou ſoar among the Stars, or make thy 
Bed in Hell, and ſhroud thy ſelf in the Abyſſe of Impenetrable ob- 
{:urity, yet his Spirit and preſence would find thee out for DeftruQti- 
ons in the great Day of his Wrath, then who among ye, will be able 
to ſtand, Rev. 6, 16, 17. Pſal 139. 7, tothe 12. Who among ye, can 
dwell with the everlaſting burning of devouring fire, Ia. 33.14. When 
the whirlwind of the Lord ſhall go out with fury, and that continning 
whirhvind ſhall fall with pam on thy wicked htad, Jer. 30.23. So as may 
wake the ery out bitterly. Let not the Lord regard this eternal day, but tet 
the blackneſs of the thickneſs of darkneſs dwell upon it, and the ſhaduws of 
death ſtain it, ſo as may terrifie it out of the number of dayes, Job 3. 4, 5,6. 
On which he was hurled down as dead, and afterwards recovered. 
Ofob. the 11th 89, Was prefixt to be a Falt-day for him at the 
Surey, as is before-mentioned ; whither the other Miniſters did als 
come on that very Morning, when the laft mentioned Conference 
with and Fit of the Demoniack was newly over ; on which day mul- 
titudes flocke thicher as formerly, many of them. coming from far, 
and.many all along feemed wrought on by that Providence and the 
Ordinances together, as appear'd from the ſeveral Lefures that thro? 
this occation, were defired to be fer np by the faid Miniſters, where 
there had been none before : Moreover on this day, 25 allo at ſome 
other times, Richard whilſt out of his Firs, I>emed very ſerious and 
attentive at the Preaching of the Word by Mr. Fey, ſtill looking in 
*his 
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his Bible-for the proofs refer'd to,- and alſo ſeem'd very devour” at: 
the Miniſters Prayers; yea, heoft borrow'd Godly Books of them, 
reading them in private, and praying by himſelf, yea ſometimes in 
company With bicter tears, confefling and renouncing his Sins, and 
Mourning, for that the Lord had made him ſuch a publick Specta- 
cle of his juſt Judgments, and importunately craving mercy vehe- 
menely ; crying out, Ne Miniſters if ye can do any thing, belp me, I truſt 
to be delivered by your Labours under God, or no way at all, Infomuch 
that ſometimes the Miniſters had great hopes that he was becoming 
a new Creature, and. that the Lord was a giving him Faith to be 
healed, 4&#. 14. 9. But whilſt he was in {uch hopeful Expreflions of 
his Piety, he was ſeiz'd with his faid Fits, in the cloſure of which he 
cry 'd out, My next Fit returnes at Eight a Clock; upon which Mr, 
Folly and Mr. Carrington, at the continued deſires of thoſe at the Su- 
rey, did tay till che faid Fit was over, much ofthe time before the 
ſaid Eight a Clock was employ'd by Mr. Fely in Diſcourſing, Ex- 
pounding, Singing and Praying ; during which work, Mr. Carring> 
tow was meditating in a retired Walk by the River Shelder near 
the Surey, and preparing himſelt for the faid Eight a Clock Cot» 
flict, having betore given expreſs charge to young Mr. G. to call him 
from thence when his ſaid Fir began, but there being that Night a- 
bout or above a Thouſand People, Jabouring to throng into the 
Barn, the ſaid Mr. G. was fo hurry'd down the ftream, and wedg'd 
in the crouds of them, that he could not thence difingage himfelt to 
tell Mr. Carrington when Richard's Fit {:iz'd him, whence Mr. Foly 
alone carry'd on all that Nights Work both before and thro' the faid 
Fic, which laſted near an Hour, being far ſhorter than uſual, and 
was all the while a raging Fit, without any dead Fits yer 
it, wherein Mr. Foly fooke to Satan; he declined any direc dit- 
courſe with Mr, Folly, and did either talk of other matters, then 
thoſe that were propoſed to him, or elſe his talk was not under- 
ſtood, for fometimes he inſulted at Mr. Carrington's not appearing, 
and triumphed over him, for that he encountred him not that 
Night as he did the Night before; and ſometimes he affirmed that 
Dicky was his own, and ſometimes he feem'd to ſpeak a fort of Gib- 
berith, or to ſpeak his words ſo thick, that nothing could be made 
of them, whilit Mr. Carrington wondered that he was not call'd, and 
finding by his Watch, that it was paſt Eight a Clock, and hearing 
a horrible noiſe from the ' Barn, he wene thitherwards, being met 
by ſome that came to ſeek and fetch him chither, where he came 
too late ; tor that Satan cried out as he was a coming, Now Car- 
rington, 1 :hink I bave conten'd thee, T will put a fine trick on thee, for I

will bave done before thoa get hither. Then he became exceeding furi- 
ous, and hurled them that were near him on the Ground, whence 
ſome of the People were likewiſe rude, ſo that ſome ſmall harm was 
then done to the Barn, and to ſome Perſons therein, juntil he came 
out of his Fit. 

On O#eb. the 18th, Was a Faſt-day for him at the Swrey, notwith- 
ſtanding the Weather was extreamly bad, the uſual crouds did di- 
fiurb the Miniſters ; one of them did pray earneſtly, that the Lord 
would remove Satan by his All-powerful word, ſaying, Satan come 
out of him thou Evil Spirit, get thee hence and trouble him no 
more ; and that the Lord would effeually bid Satan be gone, and 
ſay, Satan, I command thee to leave this Youth, and ceaſe from af- 
fiing kim ;; by which words ſome Perſons there did think the Mi- 
niſter turn'd his Speech unto Satan in the midſt of Prayer. ' Upon 
which they did hint ſome diſſatisfaQion very privately among them- 
ſelves, yet the Devii did publickly take notice of thoſe hints and 
cid refle& upon ſome for them ; at the cloſe of which days work, 
Mr. Carrington was deſired to ſearch a Box in Richard's Chamber, 
for in one of Richard's Fits, Satan cried out, that there was a' Con- 
tract made between him and Dicky, for a certain time, written in 
Parchment, to which Dicky ſubſcribed a jade [as Satan ſtiled her] 
taking his hand out of Bed, and putting one or ewo of his Fingets to 
the Writing, tho' Richard, when out of his Firs confeſt not any thing 
of ſuch a Contra that he knew of, yet many ſuſpeRted there was 
ſuch a Paper or Parchment,and particularly Fobn Hancock a running 
Horſe-keeper lying in Standing-hay Stable remote from the Surey, 
who once obſerved ſome there, loath to have a Box fet before the 
Preaching Miniſter, which however they brought, after having 
haſtily empty'dit of Papers in a corner, all which when come home, 
he told ro Mary Sharply, who thinking the Paper Contra ſhould be 
ſought for in the Box at the Surey, did privately deſire Mr. Fohbn 
Grimſhaw, to put Mr. Carrington upon the ſaid ſearch, which theſaid 
Mr. G. did very ſecretly ; upon which the ſaid Miniſter did that 
very Evening ſearch the ſaid Box, finding in it nothing like the ſaid 
Contra, but very many Papers, having very odd ſhapes and Fi- 
gures prickt into them, as with Pins, and drawn upon them with 
Pens very ill favouredly, and uncommonly as would have appeared 
by one of the Papers, which the ſaid Miniſter took with him, if it 
had not been taken from his cuſtody as is above-ſaid. But tho' this 
ſearch was undertaken by the ſaid Famihies leave, yet whilſt it was 
made, there was a ſtrange Commotion, one boxing Richard, ſaid, 
Thou Rogne, wilt thu ſuffer this * Yonder Fade has put bim upon it. Up- 
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on which going out, did chidethe aboveſaid 24. S. tofing her how 
the-Knave at her Houſe had firſt occafionrd this fearch; thieat- 
ning him and her-as' ſhe was going to get a Horſe-back behind Her 
Neighbour homewards. During which brawl," Richard; tho'nor in 
his uſual fie was puſhr, as is abovesſaid, or harry'd on to fay, it ſhould 
go il with ſome thar Night, and he would fend his Siſter 1ſhcol a- 
mong them, which fo frighten'd the People then at che* Sarey, chat 
they durſt not go home that Night, but the'faid M. S. being to-g0 
over a Field, alter her quicting her ſaid Neighbour's company,did in 
the ſaid Field hear a great ratling or claſhing noiſe, as of armed 
Souldiers ; then ſhe ſaw great Multitudes as of Cattel run paſt her 
two. by two, as if yoakt each other, till ſhe recovering her Spirit, 
prayed and ſaid, Go waniſh; upon which ſhe heard or ſaw no more 
of them. Bur next Morning the ſaid running Horſe-keeper'came 
as in a great fright to her, faying, Did fhe meet with no miſchief, as 
ſhe came bome laſt Night ? He was ſure the brought ſomething that 
was naught with her from the Sure, as he had felt to purpoſe; for 
that foon after his coming home, he being in bed in the Stable, 'a 
great weight as of Lead rowled to ahd'fro on him; eall- after much 
ſtrugling he got his Arms out of Bed; after which fomething 
elſe as an heavy Man tumbled on him, ill with mach" adohe fot 
his hands towards it ; upon which thinking to get out of to a- 
void ſach further truuble, he was kept from riſing by ſomething that 
ſzem'd like a' Sack full of Wheat to be *d-on Hit out of the 
Sack, as from the Stable range near his Bed, till at'laſt'getting at 
liberty he could feel nothing at all that had been pour'd on his

On O#ob. the 22th, The Faſt-day for him was kept at' Alrh2m,that 
by changing, and not divulging the place, that' Meetirig might” have 
eſcaped the great confluence ot People, which however id then flow 
in thither, and many other Conferences and Conflitts with” Satin, 
{uch as are aboveſaid, ſhall be pa{t over for brevity ſake; tho! there. 
in likewiſe did happen ſeveral remarkable things, as to inſtatice-; 
Satan had long before this OFob. the 22d, 'Tthreater'6,''that upon 
this very day he would carry Richard away to Hell; as'%$ before mens 
tion'd ; and Mr: Carrington was 1o deſirous, that Satans'{aid threat- 
ning might be prevented, that on the Wedneſday before; viz.

jcalarly. inthe laſt Fir, chat they ſhould never, ſee him more ; 
but he. not: fearing any of che Devils threatnings, was Mill for going 
ne then, till being got about half a Mile from: the Sarey, he was

homewards that he could, walking over Hills and ſhallow Rivers, 
about Six or Seven Miles before he found a Houſe, where his com- 
ing occalion'd frequent Meetings in thoſe parts afterwards, as they 
earneſtly deſir'd, but his ſaid violent and continued endeavours to 
get. his Mare away, made him fo. ſweat and weary, that he had 
{carce got over one River, or one Mile from her, before he lay down, 
when all his Limbs were ſo benum'd with the ſaid Water and cold 
froſty Night, or ſome other way, that for a conſiderable time, he 
could noc ſtir-one of them, when he did notdoubt in the leaſt, bur 
he was. to die, before any could find him there, at the thoughe 
whereof, he was at firſ} ſeiz'd with unutterable ſearchings of heart 
about the Eternal State, that then lay near in his full view, wide o- 
pen to ſwallow him up in infinitely bliſsful or wretched agonies, till 
dying there did not trouble him on any account, bur only thro? his 
fears of Religion being diſparaged thereby , which fears likewiſe 
wore away, tho' his conſidering how eaſily his ador'd Son of Righte- 
ouſneſs could ſhine away any ſuch Cloud, as that fort of death 
might raiſe 3 upon which all the enlargments and capacities of his 
mind, at the ſight of his being a entring on immenſe Felicities,were 
entertain'd with {uch foretaſts thereof, as he cannot yet hope for on 
a real Death-bed ; yea ſuch, as he would for ever forego all Crea- 
ture delights for a repetition of them; yea for ever forego delights 
far vaſter,even thoſe of God's Ordinance for a continuance of them, 
thro! which Joys he could not forbear moving ſome Limbs that be- 
fore he could not move ; which he obſerving, did with eaſe leap up, 
unexpectedly walking the reſt of-the way without trouble or weari- 
neſs, with great ſatisfaction, at having lookt grim Death in the 
face before its laſt arreſts, with any faint glimmerings or pofſbilities 
of its being a welcome or a tolerable Viſitant to him from the ſaid 
Houſe. He hired ſome who well knew the ſaid Heath or Foreſt to 
fecch the ſaid Maie they not finding her, he hired ſome again'who 
ſtill failing, and all their way diſcouraged, he ſupplyant as Fatob, 
Gen. 28. 18; and 20. 21, was ſatisfied he ſhould find her ; and Chon 
there was no Hedge, Tree, or Way-mark thither, yet he with 
Company went directly to her, ſhe then coming readily away with 
him, .who coming home buried the ſaid Appie, taking a faithful 
Witnels thereof, and afterwards lelt ic ſhould be tooted/up, he laid a 
great: ſtone upon it. 

On Nevemb. the 14th, Was another Faſt-day for Richard at the: 
Swrey, they wondred at Mr. Carrington's above-faid narrow eſcape,of 
what Satan had laſtthreatned, but he much more wonder'd with- 
la 
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in himſelf, to find there what ſtrange Fits had ſeized Richard, fince 
he had laſt left him, ſuch as Richard never had before, nor fince the 
Apple bufine(s ; for Richard in his Fits was extreamly hurry'd and 
ridden about, and chafed, and beſmear'd on his head, as with che 
foam of an Horſe hard riden, and of a very rank ſmell, beſides his 
dead Fits were very long and almoſt AY continuing, and 
when they were intermitred, he was always fo full, that he faſted 
and could not eat nor drink any thing for Three or Four days to- 
gether : Beſides, in one fuch Fit, a great Stone of about x4 Pounds 
weight was laid on him fo gently, as not.to harm him, and yer fo 
ſecretly, as that none of the Spectators did know whence, or how 
it came thither, which things ſeem'd the more conſiderable, for that 
on enquiry it was found, that Ricbar@'s faid toaming, chafe, and hur- 
ry was at the very ſame time when the {aid Miniſter was ſtil} run- 
ing after, or labouring about his Mare, and his ſaid Fies began near 
the rime, when the (aid Apple was bury'd, and the faid Stone was 
laid on him near the time when the faid Stone was laid on the ſaid 
Apple about 24 Miles off Richard, and fuch Stones as that on- Richard 
were not to be found or got near the Swrey, tho' they were near the 
Apple ; and Richerd afficm'd, that when he received che faid Apple 
it was perfe&ly ſound, and he knew not how the two holes above- 
{laid came to be in it; And Satan faid in the faid Fits, that there 
was good'news for Dicky, who was to have ſome reſpite from his 
Fits for ſome conſiderable time, and that there was bad news for 
himſelf, who was ere long to forbear his troubling of Dicky, which 
accordingly happen'd, for the faid Minifter not knowing whether or 
no-the ſaid Apples burial had any'inflaence on Richard's ilinefs, tho' 
not fuperſtitiouſly credulous thereof ; yet leaving Richard ins the faid 
dead Fits as he tound him, he haſten'd home that Night, and took 

the faid Apple, and afterwards Richard's Firs were long ſuſpend- 
> 7 and when they returnd on him, they were never again (o fre- 
quent or violent as formerly, till they were removed, -as is above- 


On Novem. the 21th, Was another Faſt-day-for him at the Surey, 
the concourſe of People thither was leſs than uſual, as the Minilters 
had endeavor'd to haveic. Ir was great matcer of wonder, that the 
Miniſters Spirits, Strength and Bodies were not inthe leaſt impair'd 
or weaken'd/by their continual labours about him on each Week, or 
Forenight, or Three Weeks throughout the whole Year,and by Faſt. 
ing oft about 24 hours for him, and ſometimes much longer when 
awaking wich him, and by journying many Miles unto him in all 
ſorts.of Weather, and all chis without any abatement of wy _ 
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Miniſterial work a home or abroad ; as alſo that Richer# being 
toſſed fo by Satan, and daſhe againſt the ground, had not his Head 
ſplit in pieces, his Bones broken, his Spirics ſpenc, or Body more dil- 
order'd, but feem'd rather bigger and more plump, and in far better 
liking, when out of his Fits, then ever he was before, as alſo that 
Richard when out of his Fits, neither did or could practiſe, or re- 
member {uch things as paſt in them. 

On Novemb. the 28th, Was a Faſt-day for him at the HFeiming- 
Houſes ; be was and had been attentive and quiet, as Satan had fore= 
told, but on Sabbath-day next after he had Fits again, the return of 
which aſter ſuch a diſcontinuance, as was hoped to be a decaying 
or ceſ{ation of them, did make the ſaid Miniſters croubled indeed, 
but not dilitreiſed, perplexed, but not in deſpair, 2 Cor. 4. 8. being 
ſupported by P/al. 37. 3. unto the 8ch. 

On Decemb. the 5th, A Faſt-day was kept for him at the Serey. 
In his Fit, Satan told one there the very private diſcourſe, and other 
paſſages that bad newly happen'd berween Sir E. A. and him, as in 
other Fits he cold what was ſecretly (aid and done elſewhere, as to 
inſtance ; Rebecca Wilkmm/on, Widow Chew's Maid, when come from 
home to the Swrey, was told by Satan the very words ſhe ſpoke as 
ſh2 came out of her Dames door, viz. My Dame is gone to the Haly 
Houſe of God, and I will creep to the Surey. Satan faid to a Mancheſter 
Man, Core #0 the Surey, thou Mancheſter Whelp ; thou lookedſt at a 
Dial in Morton, and it was paſt” Nine a Clock ; which the (aid Man 
confeſt was true, tho' Morrow was remate from, and he unknown at 
the Surey. At one Meeting, Satan cried, Thou Woman at the further 
end of the Barn, give me that Bread and Cheeſe which thou haſt tw rby 
pocket ; ſoon after a Dog came with Bread and Cheeſe in his Mouth 
ro eatit in a place of the Barn, that was freeſt from the Crowds 
feet, which ſome obſerving ſaid, Here's the Bread and Chieſe which Sa- 
tan lately called for, which the ſaid Woman hearing, in' great fear 
confeſt, chat ſhe coming from far, had brought Bread and Cheeſe 
to feed on in her walk too and fro 5 which when ſhe heard the De- 
vil call for, ſhe durſt not keep ir, but labour'd to thruſt ic cut of the 
Barn; which however was not thruſt fo far, but that the Dog got 
it back again thither, | 

On Decemb. the 12th, Was a Faſt-day for him at the Sparth ; he 
was hindred from coming thither by a Fic, chat then ſeiz'd him art 
the Surey, wherein Satan told him, that he would find him ſome- 
thing elſe todo, than to go eat Bread and Cheeſe with Corrom Laſſe at 
Sparth, as he had done 25 Weeks before: He alſo then told what 
diſtreſs Ieland was then in, and that Ezg/and muſt pay the Piper (as 
he phcaled it) notwithſtanding its preſent ſecurity. On 
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On Decemb. the 13th, The Demoniack in a Fit foretold, that ſome 
Money 'was'a coming to him before any Mortal could bring him 
the News thereof, for the ſaid Family being taken off their Callings, 
and imporeriſht on this occaſion, and the Miniſters eating chereat 
ſometimes after their Faſt-day work was over; ſoms Money was 
therefore given unto it in or about the laſt Quarcer of that Year, 
wherein the Miniſters had to do with Richard, and becauſe in or a- 
bout the ſaid Quarter ſome did apprehend, that Richard's Afiition 
from Satan'was furthered or attended by Witch crafe or bodily di- 
ſtemper ; therefore offers were made to procure or beſtow more Mo- 
neys, eicher for the legal proſecution of ſuch as mighe juſtly bs ſuſ- 
peed, as Wizards, or Witches: concerned in this Aﬀair, or elſe for 
engaging Doctors of Phyſick to joyn their affiſtances herein, as 
knowing that tho' Spiritual m2ans only were tobe uſed againſt poſ- 
ſeflion, Mar. 9. 29. Luke 9. 39, 40, 41. Mat. 17; 21. Yet if Richard's 
Malady were complicated, and that either partly DiſeFs, and 
partly Poſſeflion, then Phyfical and more eſpecially Spiritual means 
might be uſetul together, Iſa. 38.2. 5. 21. Fob 43. 22, tothe 31f: 
Fam. 5.14, 15. or if it were partly Witch-crafr, partly Poſſeſſion, 
yet ſecular and eſpecially Spiritual means might be uſeful together, 
Mal. 17. 20, 21. . Exod. 22. 18. 1 Sam. 28. 3. 2 King. 23 '297 none 
of theſe being excluſive of each other. Upon which ſome'methods 
were uſed on Fas. the'gth, towards the {aid-legal Proſecution; 'as 
alſo ſome Do&ors of Phyſick were defired ro undertake his/ Cure fo 
far as he was diſeaſ:d, which undertaking they declined won their 
beholding that his Affliction was not mainly any bodily Diſtemper, 
but Richard: being ſoon after cleared of his Fits, the ſaid offers of 
getting more Moneys for the ſaid purpoſes ceaſed, | 
Decemb. the 20th, Was another Fatt day for him at the'Surep,and 
on other ſuch days Mr. Folly inſiſted on Mas. 17. 21+ and'11.28, 
29, 30. 17Tmm,4 19. and 1. 13, 14, 15, 16. But he not being wil- 
ling that ſuch a Book ſhould bz bulkey or tedious, declines fo much 
as hinting at th hexds of his Diſcourſes thereon, - which elle mizhc 
profic'the Readers as well as the Hearers; and the Demoniack in his 
Firs vomited up ſcveral Papers on! which Greek and other- ſtrange 
L inguages were written : Some of which Papers' were lent;but Three
